Man expected to die: Police

An Edmonton police 
inspector says police did 
“a great job” in the resolu¬ 
tion of Wednesday’s 
hostage taking at the 
Workers Compensation 
Board building in 
downtown Edmonton. 

Thirty-eight-year-old 
Patrick Charles Clayton has 
been charged with nine 
counts of unlawful confine¬ 
ment, six counts of pointing 
a firearm, and one count 
each of possession of an of¬ 
fensive weapon dangerous 
to the public, careless 
use/storage of a firearm, 
and use of a firearm during 
the commission of an of¬ 
fence. 

“At the start of this Mr. 
Clayton was very clear that 
he had no intention of leav¬ 
ing the WCB building 
alive,” Insp. Neil Dubord of 
the Edmonton police said 
Thursday. “But as the day 
progressed and through the 
work of the hostage nego¬ 
tiator, he was able to con¬ 
vince Mr. Clayton to leave 
peacefully and bring a suc¬ 
cessful conclusion to this in¬ 
cident.”

• Clayton is scheduled to 
appear in court Friday. 


At 8:30 a.m. on Wednes¬ 
day morning, a man walked 
through the front door of 
the WCB building on 107 
Street and 99 Avenue. He 
fired one round into a ce¬ 
ment wall but nobody was 
injured and police aren’t 
sure if the gunman intend¬ 
ed to hit anyone. 

The man then moved to¬ 
wards the elevators bring¬ 
ing nine hostages with him 
to the eighth floor where he 
locked himself and the 
hostages in a conference 
room. One hostage was re¬ 
leased because of a medical 
condition. At 10:30 a.m. a 
second hostage was re¬ 
leased and by mid-after¬ 
noon the remaining WCB 
employees were released 
leaving the man with one 
male hostage, a WCB 
claimant. 

“The man indicated that 
he had reached a point in 
his relationship with the 
WCB that he perceived re¬ 
quired drastic action to re¬ 
solve,” Dubord said.

How to thwart threats 


Defuse risks by listening, says security expert

An expert on threat 
assessment and targeted 
violence said listening is 
the key to preventing situ¬ 
ations like the hostage¬ 
taking at the WCB 
building on Wednesday. 

Dr. Marisa Randazzo 
used to be the chief re¬ 
search psychologist for the 
United States Secret Serv¬ 
ice and is now the presi¬ 
dent of Threat Assessment 
Resources International. 
She’s in town to help NAIT 
train its threat assessment 
team. 

“Developing a threat as¬ 
sessment team is probably 
the best way we have right 
now for identifying poten¬ 
tial at-risk behaviours and 
for preventing violence be¬ 
fore it can occur,” Randaz¬ 
zo said. 

The key to dealing with 
threats, according to Ran¬ 
dazzo, is to identify them 
and prevent them from es¬ 
calating into violence. 

“Part of what a threat as¬ 
sessment team can do very

well is sit down with the 
person who’s raised some 
concern and listen and fig¬ 
ure out what’s going on,” 
she said. 


“Listening can have a 
powerful, protective ef¬ 
fect,” she added. “You may 
not be able to solve the 
problem for them, but just 
the fact that you showed 
up with some respect and 
listened can diffuse a lot of 
anger and a lot of animosi¬ 
ty. (This) can really form 
the foundation for devel¬ 
oping a good working rela¬ 
tionship going forward to 
solve the problem togeth¬ 
er.”

110,000 flee region as

Residents fleeing a six-

The conservatives are not 
content that their ideology 
has put headscarves on the 
heads of 80 per cent of 
Egyptian women. Now it’s 
the horror of uncertainty 
about that “good girl” they 
many. 

With all the troubles 
Egypt faces these days — 


over fake hymens 


spiralling cost of living, a 
president in power for 28 
years whose son looks likely 
to succeed him, etc. — why 
all the fuss over hymens, re¬ 
al or fake? 

Welcome to the 
hypocrisy and denial that 
together drum at the heart 
of conservative religious 
views on women and chasti¬ 
ty. And in the case of Egypt, 
that conservatism applies 
equally to Muslims and 
Christians. 

As a Muslim, I know the 
Qur’an preaches chastity 
for men and women, but 


the conservative obsession 
with women means only fe¬ 
males are expected to abide 
by the prohibition on extra¬ 
marital sex. This obsession 
with virginity is shallow at 
best and deadly at worst. 

And it’s built on a lie — 
people in Egypt are having 
sex outside of marriage, as 
they do eveiywhere. Hymen 
reconstruction surgery was 
an option for sexually active 
women who could afford it. 
In less affluent and more ru¬ 
ral areas, women have used 
body parts of animals for 
blood on the sheets. Now 


the Gigimo provides a 
cheaper, cleaner and non- 
surgical prop to maintain 
the lie that many men still 
want to believe. 

Truth be told, it’s unlike¬ 
ly Egyptian women will 
flock to the Gigimo. But it’s 
been worth it just to watch 
male hysteria as the made- 
in-China hymens threat¬ 
ened to smash their virgini¬ 
ty god.

BoC head warns strong dollar will jeopardize recovery 


The stubbornly strong 
loonie is the major imped¬ 
iment to the Canadian 
economy rebounding 
more strongly from the re¬ 
cent deep recession, says 
Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney. 

In a new warning, the 
bank governor says Canada 
would experience stronger 
recovery next year and in 
2011 if the loonie had 
stayed at the 87-cent level 
the bank envisioned dur¬ 
ing the summer. 

Carney said Thursday 
that’s why the bank made 
it clear this week that it 
will keep interest rates at 
the historic low of 0.25 per 
cent until at least next July. 

Carney said the central 
bank has several tools at 
its disposal, including in¬ 
tervention in the currency 
market, but didn’t specify 
which would be put to use. 

“Intervention is always 
an option,” he said. “Mar¬ 
kets should take seriously 
our determination to set 
policy to achieve the infla-

tion target. Markets some¬ 
times lose their focus.

Curling, and Vancouver's golden promise 



A t the home 
Olympics Canada 
will battle an infe¬ 
riority complex. 
It is the only 
countiy to have hosted the 
Games (Montreal 1976 and 
Calgary 1988), and not win 
a gold medal inside its bor¬ 
ders. 

It’s a glaring blemish on 
an otherwise illustrious 
Olympic histoiy. 

Vancouver/Whistler and 
the 2010 Games promise to 
end the pain. Yet even as 
the flame begins its journey 
from Olympia to Canadian 


shores, nothing is a lock. 
Certainly not hockey gold, 
and in the individual sports 
anything can happen. 

That leaves curling, 
men’s and women’s, and at 
least one gold medal that 
many Canadians have 
come to count on. 

“My generation of curlers 
is the first that grew up 
with the Olympics being 
the No. 1 goal,” says Brad 
Gushue, who won 2006 
gold in Torino for Canada. 
“You know for sure that 
Canadian fans expect a gold 
medal in curling.” 

Gushue’s foursome and 
13 other men’s teams are in 
Mississauga this weekend 
at the Grey Power World 
Cup of Curling. The most 
talented lineup yet assem¬ 
bled includes seven Euro¬ 
pean rinks, one each from 
China and the United 
States, all to appear at the

Olympics in Februaiy. The 
five Canadian teams are the 
cream of the crop, but only 
one will have the chance to 
compete in Vancouver after 
winning an arduous trial 
process that essentially be¬ 
gins now. 

“I relish that chance,” 
says 2007 world champion 
Glenn Howard from On¬ 
tario’s Georgian Bay region. 
“The whole planet will be 
watching. I can’t think of 
anything more that I want 
in my life than to win a 
gold medal for my coun¬ 
tiy.” 

It’s a lot of pressure to 
bear. 

Curling is, after all, a 
sport close to the heart in 
Canada with millions of 
passionate fans. But it’s also 


a sport whose homeland is 
Scotland. 

“Canada expects a gold 
medal, yes — but to us 
that’s a huge challenge,” 
warns reigning world 
champion David Murdoch 
of Lockerbie, Scotland, who 
will represent Great Britain. 
“A big crowd in Vancouver 
totally against us will in¬ 
spire us to be even better.” 

It is the podium finish 
that could end the drought. 
Curling holds that much 
promise at the upcoming 
home Olympics. 

Then again, in a sport 
where the playing field is 
rapidly becoming more lev¬ 
el, not even curling can 
make a golden promise to 
Canadians this time.

intended younger demo¬ 
graphic of the film can 
likely understand — which 
does cause one to question, 
who is this movie for?

More in line with the sib¬ 
ling auteurs’ earlier works 
such as Fargo or even Bar¬ 
ton Fink, the quirky come¬ 
dy focuses on a meek Jew¬ 
ish physics professor 
named Larry Gopniclc 
(Michael Stuhlbarg) whose 
perfect late-’60s suburban 
life suddenly and inexpli¬ 
cably turns against him: 
His wife wants a divorce, 
his children no longer re¬ 
spect him, the sexy neigh¬ 
bour torments him by sun¬ 
bathing nude and he’s be¬ 
ing blackmailed at work 


while his tenure is in jeop¬ 
ardy and that’s just the be¬ 
ginning. 

Needless to say, Gopniclc 
finds his life spiralling into a 
spiritual abyss, leaving him 
to turn to the advice of three 
hapless rabbis with the 
hopes that they can solve 
his crisis and explain how to 
become “a serious man”. 

If that sounds somewhat 
philosophical, that’s be¬ 
cause the Coen brothers 
question notions of faith 
and meaning in what 
they’ve described as their 
“most personal work yet.” 

As with most of their 
films, their rich, surreal 
characters often have more 
bubbling under the surface 
than what first appears al¬ 
lowing them a mystery to 
escape farce and elicit deep 
contemplation.

In many ways it’s a 
failure. The confusing plot 
condenses two separate 
novels and the screenplay 
is filled with cheesy mo¬ 
ments. 

However, the movie also

It should be easy to make 
an exciting movie about 
Amelia Earhart, the first 
female pilot to fly across 
the Atlantic who mysteri¬ 
ously disappeared during 


the tail end of an 
attempted round-the- 
world flight. 

It’s all there: the excite¬ 
ment and risk or early avia¬ 
tion, breaking down gender 
barriers, the glamour and 
adventure of being a fa¬ 
mous aviatrix. But appar¬ 
ently the folks behind 
Amelia aren’t up to the 
challenge. What they offer 
instead is a long, boring 
slog toward an ending 
eveiyone already knows, 
with little narrative thrust 
or sense of adventure. 

The movie is pretty, to be

sure, with rich cinematog¬ 
raphy, gorgeous costumes 
and period details and ab¬ 


solutely thrilling flight se¬ 
quences. The problem is 
that as soon as a human be¬ 
ing comes on screen, the 
air goes out of it. To see Hi¬ 
lary Swank, Richard Gere 
and Ewan McGregor with 
so little charisma is a 
shame, with Swank particu¬ 
larly disappointing. 

Given the character’s 
groundbreaking history, 
her Amelia is incredibly 
passive, marvelling wide- 
eyed as Gere’s George Put¬ 
nam makes her decisions 
for her for the first half of 
the film. 

Amelia is lopsided from 
the get-go, with an inordi¬ 
nate amount of time spent 
on Earhart’s first transat¬ 
lantic trip — a publicity 
stunt during which she 
was a passenger. By the 
time we get to her actual 
solo flight, it seems like an 
afterthought.

Creed goes Full Circle

en years ago, 
Creed was one of 
the biggest bands 
in North America, 
selling tens of mil¬ 
lions of records and tens of 
thousands of concert tick¬ 
ets. But by Christmas 2002, 
everything had gone horri¬ 
bly pear-shaped. Zonked 
on a combination of pre¬ 
scription drugs and JD, 
singer Scott Stapp turned 
in a horrible performance 
in Chicago that resulted in 
four fans filing a lawsuit. 

Mix in the Holier-than- 
thou attitude, the per¬ 
ceived hypocrisies (includ¬ 
ing a leaked sex tape), the 
car accident, the broken 



very public fights with oth¬ 
er bands — including an 
actual brawl with mem¬ 
bers of 311 — and you 
have the very definition of 
“downward spiral.” 

Things finally bottomed 
out for Stapp on Nov. 18, 
2006, when his wife told 
him enough was enough. 
That date is now tattooed 
on his forearm as a re¬ 
minder. Since then, he and 
the rest of Creed have slow¬ 
ly plotted their rehabilita¬ 
tion, a test that begins in 
earnest Tuesday with the 
release of the band’s fourth 
album Full Circle. 

Stapp sounds humbled, 
chastened and in search of 
a second chance. “In 2002, 
it was definitely time for us 
to take a break ... The time 
was very well spent, most 
importantly establishing a 
firm foundation with our 
families. And for me, my 
faith.” 

The new tracks are more 
muscular than With Arms 
Wide Open and those other 
singles that achieved popu¬ 
lar acclaim and then criti¬ 
cal scorn. And not just 
scorn — Creed was de¬ 
spised. Stapp now concedes 
that the band — and he in 
particular — deserved that. 

“We’re sorry for the igno¬ 
rant, youthful chip we had 
on our shoulders back then 
... I hope we get a second 
change to make a first im¬ 
pression.”

Thanks to Jay-Z’s song 
Death of Autotune, the ob¬ 
noxious vocal effect is no 
longer in vogue. That pos¬ 
es a problem, however, for 
Toronto-singer Lights, who 
uses it on her new album. 

“It’s a great vocal effect if 
used tastefully, so why de¬ 
ny it?” she says. “I just use 
it in verses to try to convey 
emotion of being constrict¬ 
ed and held very tight.” 

She admits, though, that 
artists like Kanye West and 
T-Pain have digitized their 
pipes too much. “It might 
have been a little exces¬ 
sive,” she says. “If he can’t 
sing without it, which we 
can’t really tell, then 
maybe it’s better that he 
used it.” 

Fortunately, she doesn’t 
go nuts with sound — the 
musician, whose real name 
is Valerie Poxleitner, only 
uses it on the track The 
Saviour. Like most of the 
music on her debut full- 
length The Listening, the 
song is a soft electro synth 
pop number — think Kylie 
Minogue-meets-Nintendo. 
The songs move between 
the liber radio friendly title 
track, to the quirky indie 
tune Drive My Soul. 

Either way her sound is 
different. It also took a 
while to fine tune. Al¬ 
though she’s only 22, 
Lights has been playing 
music for years, writing 
her first song in her early 
teens. She’s played in a 
metal band, pretended to 
be Alicia Keys and wrote 
music best suited for, she 
says, “sad acoustic coffee 
houses.” 


Then, three years ago, 
she started listening to 
Bjorlc and euro electronica. 
When she went into the 
studio to record, she decid¬ 
ed to try and play a track 
without any traditional in¬ 
struments. 

“I found random sounds 
and fluttery beats,” she ex¬ 
plains. “I realized there was 
no limit when you have 
synths. You can come up 
with any texture that will 
convey sound. You create it 
and make it happen.” 

There’s no doubt her 
sound is accessible and in¬ 
fectious enough to court 
the American masses — 
Old Navy has already fea¬ 
tured one of her songs — 


but it helps that Jian 
Ghomeshi — a former 
Canadian musician and 
current host of CBC’s Q — 
is her manager. 

The singer connected 
with Ghomeshi by chance. 
When she was 15 she was 
in a Walmart ad holding a 
guitar. The makeup artist 
saw the photo and asked if 
she played. He then asked 
her to sing. “He was blown 
away and he called Jian 
who was coming to the 
area a few weeks later,” she 
recalls. They met, she gave 
him a demo and he’s 
worked with her ever 
since. 

She might not need him 
for much longer though, 


with more than 165,000 
MySpace friends, she’s be¬ 
come an Internet sensa¬ 
tion. 

Fortunately, she likes 
connecting with her virtual 
fans. Though, she admits, 
communicating with her 
followers could become 
more difficult as she gets 
more popular. 

“I always want to put 
something cool online — a 
new remix or b-side every 
couple of weeks,” she says. 
“Maybe a day will come I 
won’t be able to do that, 
but hopefully not.”

Fashion meets function 

Amelia Earhart biopic highlights timeless aviation styles

Before they became sta¬ 
ples of the runway, 
bomber jackets, flight 
suits and protective avia¬ 
tor sunglasses were born 
in the cockpit of an early 
— and cold — airplane. 

They were necessary in 
drafty flying machines 
with metal doors that 
were a struggle just to 
keep closed. But as avia¬ 
tion pioneers such as 
Amelia Earhart brought 
their style around the 
world, they sparked fash¬ 
ion trends that have been 
with us ever since. 

The leather bomber 
jacket shown in the new 
Earhart biopic Amelia star¬ 
ring Hilary Swank marries 
function and style in a way 
that finicky fashion has 
embraced through the 
years, says Franco DiCarlo, 
executive vice-president of 
Belstaff USA, the brand 
that collaborated with the 
filmmakers on key 
wardrobe pieces. 

“A lot of the aviator jack¬ 
ets are timeless in style 
and they perform under a 
great variety of weather.... 
They say fashion is cycli¬ 
cal, but this is timeless,” 
he says. 

But when the styles 
landed in the 1920s and 
’30s, it was uncharted ter¬ 
ritory, allowing for a 
woman like Earhart to 
help craft the image and 
vocabulary of a flyer’s 
style, says Amelia costume 
designer Kasia Waliclca 
Maimone. 

“The whole history of 
aviation was really being 
invented and part of that 
was inventing the new lan¬ 
guage,” she says. 

At first pilots borrowed 
silhouettes from horse¬ 
back riders, race-car driv¬ 
ers and motorcyclists, lat¬ 
er adapting jodhpurs, gog¬ 
gles and the zip-front 


leather jackets, among 
other items. 

Early on, Earhart wore 
these things, too, but she 
had a lifelong interest in 
fashion, so many of the 
more stylish, more femi¬ 
nine adaptations came 
from her. At one point, she 
had her own clothing line 
— a second career to sup¬ 
port her flying. 

“She wore clothes with a 
natural ease and ele¬ 


gance,” says Maimone. “I 
did love her evening 
gowns as much as I loved 
the flightwear. I loved the 
combination of the super 
practical flight clothing 
and the elegance of the 
eveningwear. I loved that 
it was one closet for the 
same person.” 

The movie’s director, Mi¬ 
ra Nair, says time, effort 
and money went into cap¬ 
turing the right visuals of

Earhart’s time. “We want¬ 
ed to make the costumes 
seems as modern as they 
were then. ... We didn’t 
want it to look like a ‘cos¬ 
tume movie.’ We wanted 
wearable, practical clothes 
with great style.” 

She was a fan of a white 
silk charmeuse tank top 
and winter-white trousers 
Swank wore, as well as an 
open-back, pewter- 

coloured gown. “So often I 
moved the camera to 
shoot the dress and the 
plane. The plane was hori¬ 
zontal, but I wanted to 
show off the full figure of 
Amelia because there’s 
such enjoyment of her sil¬ 
houette.” 

Nair adds, “If I had the 
figure, I'd wear the brown- 
leather catsuit thing she 
wore.” She'll still have her 
chance: slim jumpsuits in 
stores this past spring are 
back in designer collec¬ 
tions for 2010. 

And Nair is still mulling 
a leather bomber her 
shopping list this season. 
“I'm pretty amazed to see 
what’s happening in fash¬ 
ion magazines. In the last 
six weeks, I’ve seen so 
many with the aviator

U.S. was monitoring Polanski 

Officials decided against filing for arrest warrant, reveal email documents 


American prosecutors were 
closely watching Roman 
Polanski, says new evidence. 


American prosecutors 
closely monitored Roman 
Polanski in Austria and 
considered seeking his ar¬ 
rest there days before the 
director’s apprehension in 
Switzerland, documents 
obtained by The Associat¬ 
ed Press show. 

Los Angeles officials decid¬ 
ed against filing a warrant 
for Polanski’s arrest with 


the Austrian government af¬ 
ter questioning how accom¬ 
modating it would be to an 
extradition request. They al¬ 
so were concerned about 
the limited time available 
before Polanski left the 
country, according to emails 
obtained by the AP under 
U.S. public records request. 

The email exchange Sept. 
23 came three days before 


Polanski travelled to 
Switzerland and was arrest¬ 
ed Sept. 26 at Zurich’s air¬ 
port. It sheds new light on 
how closely U.S. officials 
were monitoring the 76- 
year-old director’s move¬ 
ments after being tipped off 
that he was outside France, 
and why they chose to go af¬ 
ter him in Switzerland, 
where they are now seeking 


his extradition for having 
sex in 1977 with a 13-year- 
old girl. 

“I don’t have experience 
with any Austrian extradi¬ 
tions so I don’t know how 
‘friendly’ they would be to 
extradition on such a case,” 
Diana Carbajal, a Los Ange¬ 
les deputy district attorney, 
wrote in an email. 

She wrote that Polanski 


had checked out of an Aus¬ 
trian hotel that morning 
and was “on the move” 
ahead of his scheduled ap¬ 
pearance at the Zurich Film 
Festival on Sept. 26. 

Polanski had been in Aus¬ 
tria as early as Sept. 16, 
when he attended the open¬ 
ing night of his cult musical 
Dance of the Vampires in Vi¬ 
enna.

When Joss Stone has a 
musical itch, she has to 
scratch, even if it means 
getting into trouble with 
her label. 

The powerhouse British 
soul singer says her new 
album, Colour Me Free, 
came out Tuesday after 
months of delays because 
her U.S. label, EMI, was 
upset that she had record¬ 
ed the tracks on a whim 
without telling them. 

“Oh God, that wasn’t 
very good,” Stone said in a 
recent phone interview. 
“They didn’t love that too 
much.” 

It was about two years 
ago, after the release of 
her self-titled third al¬ 
bum, that the 22-year-old 
Grammy and Brit Award 
winner got the urge to hit 
the studio and jam again. 

“I just woke up and was 
like: ‘Man, I really want 
to make an album,”’ said 
Stone, who has per¬ 
formed on stage with 
scores of legends includ¬ 
ing James Brown and 
Donna Summer. 

“It was just a really nice 
day and I was feeling real¬ 
ly energized and it was 
just cool and my (musi¬ 
cian) friends were down, 
because we were writing. 

“I thought: ‘Hey, you 
guys are here, let’s do it.

Guilty plea 
could land Lil 
Wayne in jail 


courts Lil Wayne, who 
owned last year’s best-sell¬ 
ing album and is currently 
No. 1 on the U.S. pop 
charts, pleaded guilty to at¬ 
tempted weapon posses¬ 
sion Thursday and expects 
to receive a one-year jail 
sentence. 

The performer, arguably 
rap’s most popular artist 
and one of pop’s biggest 
acts, previously had plead¬ 
ed not guilty to illegal gun 
possession charges that 
carried at least 3 1/2 years 
in jail upon conviction. He 
remains free on bail while 
awaiting his Februaiy sen¬ 
tencing. 

The sombre-looking rap¬ 
per did not speak as he left 
the courthouse with mem¬ 
bers of his entourage, who 
piled into four SUVs. 

Police said a gun was 
found on his tour bus in 
Manhattan in 2007. 

The rapper, born 
Dwayne Carter, won last 
year’s best rap solo per¬ 
formance Grammy for A 
Milli. His albums include 
Tha Carter, Tha Carter II 
and Tha Carter III. 

His trial had been due to 
start Jan. 20. The judge had 
been holding a hearing on 
a debated DNA profiling 
technique used to tie the 
rapper to the gun. 

Lil Wayne, 27, also is 
scheduled for trial in Ari¬ 


zona on felony drug pos¬ 
session and weapons 
charges. He has pleaded 
not guilty in that case, 
which arose from a Janu- 
aiy 2008 arrest at a U.S. 
Border Patrol checkpoint. 

In New York, he politely 
answered the judge’s stan¬ 
dard questions with “yes, 
Sir” and “no, Sir” as he en¬ 
tered his plea to second-de¬ 
gree attempted weapon 
possession, a felony. 

He acknowledged he had 
a .40 calibre semi-automat¬ 
ic loaded gun on his bus. 

When the judge warned 
that he would not be able 
to withdraw the plea as 
some people tiy to do, the 
rapper said, “I’m not one 
of those people.” 

Prosecutors said small 
amounts of DNA found on 
the loaded weapon con¬ 
nected it to the platinum¬ 
selling artist. Defence 
lawyer Stacey Richman 
said the gun wasn’t Lil 
Wayne’s, and the testing 
technique was too prob¬ 
lematic to prove other¬ 
wise. 

Police pulled over Lil 
Wayne’s tour bus in 
Columbus Circle on July 
22, 2007. They said they 
had seen and smelled mar¬ 
ijuana smoke wafting out 
the door before the bus left 
a concert venue minutes 
earlier. the Canadian press
